group. 
Fire protection was negli­ 
gible.

There were several 
imbecile children in the instlution 
and little attempt liad been made 
for health supervision. 
Efforts of the field workers have 
resulted in replacement of the cel­ 
lar dining room with a pleasant 
hall.

Careful fire precautions 
have been instituted.

As a result, 
the new refrigerator came out with a 
split shelf at the bottom to permit the 
housing of a case of 24 bottles. 
In addition to the air cooling devel­ 
opment, a number of other features 
have been introduced, including a 
non-stop defrosting mechanism, and 
a Ave-variant temperature regulator 
which Is said to provide quicker ice 
cube freezing.

Inspection Of Riant Nurseries 
Important In Preventing 
Spread Of Insects. 
The average 
person thinks 
of 
insect spread in terms of natural i 
flight or crawling of bugs, plant 
industry officials. Pennsylvania de­ 
partment 
of 
agriculture, 
today 
pointed out. At one time this was 
the principal means of dissemina­ 
tion and was responsible for the 
slow spread of many pests, they 
explained. With modern vehicular 
transportation, 
plants 
are 
being 
shipped to all points of the world. 
In pleasure vehicles alone, quan­ 
tities of uninspected plants travel 
long distances, and through 
this 
medium many pests have become 
generally 
disseminated within 
a 
comparatively short time. 
To check or prevent the spread 
of certain injurious pests of orna­ 
mental and horticultural plants, the 
commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania 
laid the foundation for supervision 
of the nursery industry in 1901, at 
the time when the automobile in­ 
dustry was in its infancy. 
Since 
then, levisions to this law provide 
for the protection of agriculture 
and horticulture from plant pests 
new to or not widely disseminated 
within the state, through means of 
annual inspection of all nursery 
stock and by close supervision of 
those plants offered for sale by non­ 
resident growers. This service as­ 
sists in preventing the rapid spread 
of pests, saves the home grower 
from heavy loss and likewise gives 
the grower the latest knowledge for 
the control of these pests in the 
nursery. 
Nursery inspection has developed 
as the industry expanded, so that 
today it is one of the important 
services performed by the bureau 
of plant industry, state department 
of agriculture, and may be con­ 
sidered as the Pennsylvania unit of 
a nation-wide project in pest con­ 
trol.
